Johnstown, Pa., Feb. 23.—The Penn­ 
sylvania special, a fact eighteen-hour 
train between New York and Chicago, 
w as wrecked a t Diamond, seven miles 
east of here, shortly after 
m idnight 
Saturday morning. 
T here were fifty- 
four passengers on board, nearly all of 
whom w ere injured, some seriously. 
Jo h n P. Kline, postm aster of Joliet, 
111., w ts fatally injured. H e was taken 
to a hospital a t Altoona. 
Many prom inent Chicagoan* 
were 
on the train, all of whom w, re seri­ 
ously Injured. 
Among those injured 
w ere F. A. Bussem , postm aster of C h i ­ 
cago; S am uel F. Nixon of Nixon & 
Tim m erm an, theatrical proprietors; G. 
A. Singer, m a n a g e r of the L a Salle 
S treet theaterr'C hieago; L igbtner Hen 
demon, 
civil 
e n g i n e e r ; 
George 
S. 
W o6d, m an ag er of the Colonial the 
ater, Chicago, and J. J. Kern, ex-state * 
attorney, Chicago. 
The train was running about fifty 
miles an hour and w as thirty-five m in­ 
utes late. 
W hen sounding the sharp 
curve a t Black Diamond the whole 
train sw ayed. 
The engine and sm ok­ 
ing car rem ained on the track, but the: 
Pullm an coaches left the 
rails 
and 
plunged over a sixty-foot em b an k m en t 
All attem p ts 
to 
obtain information I 
from railroad officials m et with re 
i buffs a t every hand, and a t an early 
hour Saturday, while it w as reported 
there were fifty-four passengers on the 
train when it left Altoona, only forty 
w ere said then to have been accounted 
; for. 
It was believed the m issing were 
dead in the w reckage in the river, into 
which the train plunged over the em- 
! bankment, 
near 
the 
scene of the 
Johnstown ti od. 
At an early hour Saturday morning 
this city was practically besieged by 
newspaper men on their way to the 
wreck. 
Trains were few and to reach 
* the scene it was necessary to take a 
ten-m ile Journey around the mountains. 
From the scene it w as learned by 
telephone the train w as late and the 
engineer was trying to m ake up lost 
time. 
The wreck was caused by w h a t Is 
term ed by railroad men as an unavoid­ 
able accident. 
The brake rigging on 
the first Pullman follow ing the com ­ 
bination coach dropped down and tore 
up the right rail for 300 yards 
The 
engine and com bination coach did not 
leave the rails, but the four Pullm ans 
follow ing plowed down over the em 
bankment to the river bank. IOO feet 
below, overturning when they reached 
the bottom. 
The eighteen hour train 
travels at a h ig h rate of speed coming 
down the mountain. 
W hen the brake 
rigging fell it either stripped the heads 
off the bolts holding the rails to the 
ties or tore up the rails them selves.

‘The church union committees 
pointed by the Baptist convention 
Ontario and the Disciples con­ 
ation of Ontario met in the Bap- 
t mission rooms yesterday after- 
on. 
The doctrinal positions, the 
urch polity and methods of work 
the two bodies, and the question 
an acceptable name in case a 
lion should be consummated were 
scussed. 
In the matter of doc­ 
ile it was found that the teach- 
gs of the two denominations were 
actually the same, although cen­ 
terable divergence was noticeable 


in terminology and modes of ex­ 
pression. Regarding church polity, j 
it was found that there were dis er- J 
epees in detail, although the leal I 
principles that regulated the polit* . 
of each body were identical. 
I he J 
same was found to be true iii refer­ 
ence to methods of church woik. ; 
The question of a nqme was care- 


f u l l y considered and several wert. 
suggested that would in some way 
represent the distinctive positions of 
both denominations, but no agree­ 
ment was reached. 
I he matter of 
co-operation in special localities, 
where both bodies w e r e represented, 
was discussed, but it was decided 
that no specific recommendations 
could be made to such churches un­ 
til negotiations had taken a more 
definite shape.

[If the question of name is the 
only one that really separates the j 
two bodies in that region, there | 
should certainly be some mutual j 
agreement reached on that subject, i 
We have before suggested that the 
name, “ Churches of Christ” (Bap­ 
tist) and ‘‘Churches of 
C h rist ' 
(Disciples) would serve the pur­ 
pose of preserving the historical 
continuity and 
identity 
of the 
churches for legal purposes, involv­ 
ing their respective properties and 
for whatever other distinction may 
be necessary until the churches 
would become so blended that these 
parenthetic names might be drop­ 
ped. 
We can see no reason why 
there should be any objection to 
this kind of an agreement, either 
on the part of Baptists or Disciples 
of Christ, provided it meets the 
legal difficulty.] 


INSTITUTE FOR THE FEEBLE-MINDED, 
The thanks of the people of 
Texas are due to the Hon. Dee 
Beaty of Caldwell county and his 
associate legislators who unanim­ 
ously reported the bill for the es­ 
tablishment of an institute for the 
feeble-minded and defectives. 
I lie 
files of The Chronicle will show 
that it has earnestly advocated such 
a measure. 
The bill is needed sorely, aud the 
good women who gave their time 
and labor to get the report in its 
favor have done a service to the 
afflicted which heaven will bless. 
The long cherished idea that it 
was useless to try to do anything 
for those mentally defective, and 
that they must be left in the ray­ 
less night of intellectual and moral 
darkness, has been long since shat­ 


tered. 
Patience aud skill and study of 
mental phases and phenomena have 
enabled earnest, conscientious, hu­ 
mane and sympathetic men anti 


women to carry the light of intelli­ 
gence and connected thought into j 
minds which seemed 
hopelessly i 
darkened. 
The education 
of Miss Helen, 
Keller, who was totally deaf, dumb 
aud blind from birth is one of the 
most marvelous achievements of ; 
this age. 
She was in nowise men­ 
tally defective, but being utterly 
unable to see, speak or hear, to 
teach her anything seemed a hope­ 
less task, yet she is today a cultur­ 
ed lady, learned not only in her own 
but in dead languages and mathe­ 
matics, and a most charming writer. 
A young girl who is being sim­ 
ilarly trained can be seen at the 
Deaf and Dumb Institute at Aus­ 
tin. 
If such result can be achieved 
almost as beneficial results will fol­ 
low, as experience shows, where 
the mind is, weak and the intellec­ 
tual facilities are, as it were, atro­ 
phied from disuse. 
Such minds can be strengthened 


and developed j the darkness with 
which nature has enshrouded a 
human mind can be dissipated and 
light be let in upon a human mind 
and soul, leading the unfortunate 
into the paths of intelligent aud up­ 
right living, and into the 
way 
which leads to heaven and God.— 
Houston Chronicle.
